Western Studio 424 Main street, Vancouver, B.C. The logo in the center is composed of an M overlaying an H, meaning Mental Health. This logo 
was used extensively to brand the department. Published probably 1912-1913 

The photographer was more than likely: Paul Seligman, who was born in France in 1865, and appears in the Vancouver area operating from at least 
1911-1915. Next reference to him is found in Oregon in 1917 where he is operating the Bend Studio. In the 1911 directory he is working with 
(Charles) Brown, Seligman & (Harvey S.) Brown at 440 Main Street, Vancouver, B.C. 

I believe that this booklet is probably a commemorative souvenir of the opening of The Male Chronic building at Essondale, later known as simply 
West Lawn . The photographs on the left side are later additions by Margaret Anne Mathewson nee Simpson (1867-1954), whose grand-daughter 
graciously donated the booklet to me.
